Offers Instruction 
In Conduct Of 
Orchestras, 
Bands. 


Owing to the great interest now 
being shown 
in 
high 
and 
even 
graded schools all over the country 
in the teaching of 
instrumental 
music, 
there is an 
insistent de­ 
mand for teachers who can, in ad­ 
dition to teaching regular academic 
courses, three 
school 
bands and 
orchestras or teach 
instrumental 
music to individuals and groups. 
The training necessary to carry 
on this highly specialized work is 
both difficult and expensive to ob­ 
tain. and few graduates 
of

Offers New Course 
With a view to preparing pros­ 
pective teachers for these musical 
positions, Bertram H. Saltzer, as­
